The romance of Maude Miriam Noel, 
noted sculptress, who ten years ago 
succeeded Mamah Borthwick Cheney in 
the unconventional affections of Frank 
Lloyd- Wright, famed throughout we 
world as an architect,, has gone on the 
legal rocks. She has filed suit for di 
vorce in Baraboo, Wis., and it is re 
ported an alimony agreement has been 
rea ded. 

The filing of the bill brought to the 
public its first notice that Mrs. Noel 
and Wright were legally wed. Accord- 
ing to her statement last night they 
were married in November, 1922, the 
day after Wright obtained a divorce 
from Mrs. Catherine L. Wright, Oak 
Park social worker. 

Wright Refuses to Discuss It. 

At the Congress Hotel, where Wright 
is staying, he refused early this morn- 
ing to discuss the suit or the state- 
ment that an agreement on alimony , 
had been reached. To all questions | 
he replied: 

T have nothing to say.” 

It was in November, 1915, shortly 
after Mrs. Noel had gone to Spring 
Green, Wis., Wrights “love nest” 
where Mra. Cheney and her two chil- 
dren had been murdered by a crazed 
Negro servant, that she said: 

“Frank Wright and I care nothing 
for what the world may think. We are 
as capable of making laws for our- 
selves as were the dead men who made 
the laws by which they hoped to rule 
the generations after them. There is 
perfect harmony between me and Mr. 
Wright.” 

Last night she said: 

I made a mistake, but I have paid 
for it. Yet I would do it all over again. 
Mine was a greater tragedy than 
Mamah Borthwick’s. She is dead, but 
I live on. O, how I loved him.”

That may 
at any time be the case. People who impose 


impervious to innovation, to new ideas, to sound 
reasoning. They fall n love with discipline for 
itself. They advance by seniority and as their 
arteries harden and their minds become encrusted 
they cling to tradition, form, and habit as if to 
life itself. 7 

In ctyil life new ideas ride over such tempera- 
ments and they are under foot. In military life 
they represent the soul of the system. We seem 
almost to come to an impasse. We have two 
essentials which conflict, one that there shall be 
discipline and unquestioning obedience, the other 
that there shall be intelligent play of opinion upon 
matters so essential to national defense. If the 
high command ts negiecting the commonplaces of 
common sense shall the alert, intelligent youth of 
the military system be throttled by the fact that 
Guam is a long way from anywhere any one would 
want to be? -Or shall there be a debating school 
under these possibly crusted intellects which say 


If silence wins, the citadel of antiquity, tradition 
and incompetence takes Braddock into a conflict 
with nimble wits and agile forms and he is lost. 
If there is no discipline the small British force 
clears the ground at Bladensburg and the Presi- 
dent of the American republic runs away into the 
Virginia hills and the public buildings of the capi- 
tal are burned by the invader. 5 

It is a long way to Guam, but it is a longer way 
to the answer to this question. The military 
establishment is full of politics because human 
nature is full of it. It likes its mistakes if they 
are the mistakes its authorities like. It clings 
to its ideas. It is uniformed in the notions of old 
men who do not want to change their ways or 
their nleasures or their profits. Competence cannot 
jump ahead merely because it is competent. The 
military system operates because it obeys and 
does not inquire or criticize.

SEAWATER CURES. 

HEN a shipload of Australiana 

soldiers en route to the battle- 

field in Europe was crossing the 

Sea of Enos a lieutenant be- 
came seasick. Meeting the regimental 
surgeon, he called out: “ Say, Doc, I am 
seasick; send me up a dose of Enos 
salt.” Dr. Purdy, liking neither the title 
by which he was addressed nor the self- 
medication demanded, decided to teach 
the young man a lesson. He had a sea- 
man draw up a bucket of sea water. A 
glass of this, properly iced, was sent the 
lieutenant, with the surgeon’s compli- 
ments. 

He swallowed the dose, but he had his 
misgivings about its being Enos salt. 
When he next saw the medic he said: 
“Your medicine cured me jolly well 
quick, but I have my doubt about its 
being Enos salt.” The surgeon assured 
him that the dose was Enos salt, though 
not of the kind he had been asked to 
send. 

— 

A lesson was taught, but the doctor 
was the learner. That lesson was that 
@ proper dose of sea water will cure 
some cases of seasickness. The hair of 
the dog used to cure the bite. 

The method of action is_as follows: 

The salt in the sea water stimulates 

peristalsis in the right direction. In sea- 
sickness peristalsis is headed in the 
wrong direction. 
But for the purpose sea water is not 
an ideal solution, either as to ingredients 
or as to strengths. It has been found 
that a 2 per cent solution of salt in cold 
water is a better one. The amount used 
is about 4 to 6 ounces. There is more 
than one kind of seasickness. The salt 
water cure is not a cure for all the 
varieties.

MEGAPHONES FOR RAILROAD 
WHISTLES. 

Hinsdale, III., Nov. 20.—Five-sixths of 
the annoyance from locomotive bells and 
whistles could be readily avoided by put- 
ting the bells and whistles in mega- 
phones. The sounds can be 
down the track, where wanted, just as 
the headlights are. 

There is no reason why people living 
a mile from a railroad should have the 
din from innumerable trains at in- 
numerable grade crossings.

For a piece of particularly transparent hokum in 
governmental finance, Italy richly deserves some sort 
of recognition. The government is raising funds to 
pay the war debt to America through voluntary con- 
tributions. Five million Italians are asked to give 
$1 each to cover an annual installment. The king 
and queen and other members of the royal family 
contributed their share for five years to come. 

There is a double implication in this scheme—first, 
that the Italian tax rate has reached the limit and 
that it could not raise even $5,000,000 a year more by 
regular methods; second, that the mere raising of 
money in Italy makes possible the payment of the 
debt to America. Both these points are palpably 
false. ‘ 

If Italy can raise $5,000,000 extra a year by volun- 
-| tary contribution, the same amount could be raised 
by taxation. And if the ability of Italy to raise 
$5,000,000 a year has anything to do with Italy’s 
capacity to pay, can any one say that the contribu- 
tien could not be made $2 a peréon? 

The truth is that Italy might be able to get 
$100,000,000 a year through taxation or through volun- 
tary contributions—or both—and still not be able to 
pay America this amount. Capacity to pay depends 
upon the economic balance. If Italy, as an entity,

The chapping season is on again. If 
the meteorologists are right about the 
long, cold winter ahead, we're in for 
a spell of them, unless you are willing 
to take the necessary precautions 
against chapped hands, chapped lips, 
and the red noses, which you find in 
company with these other two annoy-

Chapping comes from exposure of 
damp surfaces to wind and cold. If 
vou wet your lips when you are out 
in the cold, or if you bite them, which 
leaves them in an equally moist state, 
vou expose them to chapping. 

If you take hot baths and then ex- 
pose yourself to cold, your skin is 
likely to chap. Take your hot bath 
just before hopping into bed at night. 
If you can stand the cold shower in 
| Se morning, you will not be much 
ue with either chapping or red 
nose, since inactive sweat and dil 
glands and poor circulation are usually 
at fault with the chronic sufferers. 

There is an unnatural dryness about 
the skin that chaps easily. Chapping 
does not occur ordinarily in warm sea- 
sons because at such times the sweat 
and fat glands are active and keep the 
skin oiled. Rarely does it occur in 
one with a naturally greasy skin.

The more deficient in oil, therefore, 
the more sparing one must be of soap 
‘and water on the hands during the 
season of cold, irritating winds. At 
‘bedtime it is advisable to soften the 
| skin with either cream, or olive on, 
or vaseline.

Words Have Souls. : 


“T read them for hours,” she con- 
tinued. They have. so many fine 
words I never heard before—words 
that make me want to know them and 
love them.

Despite apparent precocity which 
flares up in such conversations, Na- 
thalie betrays unfamiliarity with sub- 
jects that her verse would argue she 
war well grounded in.

Agriculture Reflects Prosperity. 

In order to realize the extent of 
progress made in the last year one 
has only to consult some of the tradi- 
tional barometers of business and in- 
dustry. Assuming that the basis of 
prosperity is the situation of agri- 
culture, let us see how the tiller of 
the land stands. 

According to reports of the govern- 
ment department of agriculture, this 
year’s wheat crop is around 700,000,000 
bushels, or about 175,000,000 less than 
last year. But the price of wheat 
has been higher this year, having been 
above $2 and now standing 6 to 11 
cents above a year ago. i 

Corn Crop Exceeds 1924. 

This year’s corn crop is around 
3,014,000,000 bushels, or about 577,000, 
000 more than last year. While the 
price of corn is about 40 cents lower 
than a year ago, it must be remem- 
bered that only about 20 per cent of 
the crop is marketed, while the bulk 
of it is fed to live stock. Hogs are
